increafing it gradually to three large tea-fpoonfuls four times a day, 
in a wine glafs of new milk, advifing to continue them in this man- 
ner for fix weeks, which the patient did, and (ftrange as it may

WHEN I made bold fome time ago to fend you a few lines for

OUR favourable reception of my former letter induces me 
_ to trouble you with the prefent ; wherein I (hall recite, in 
the order they occurred, fome of the late fucce/Tes of your excellent 
Fever Drops. 

One of our Night Conftahles having been ftrapped down in his 
bed for feveral days, delirious and frantic, in a violent Fever, his 
v/ife was perfuaded to try your medicine j the effcffl was, a fine 
breathing fweat, which turned the diforder, fo that he thencefoV- 
ward grew better, till quite recovered. The wife told me, that 
fhe " believed Norris's Drops had faved her hufband's life." 

The chiM of Mr. Edkins, (a painter in St. James's Church-yard) 
a boy about four years old, being given over in a fpotted fever, fup- 
pofed to be dying, and pronounced incapable of living thro' the night, 
an acquaintance of mine advifed the father to try your medicine :

A boy about nine years old, in a fever, at a boarding-fchool,, 
growing worfe and worfe, without one good fymptom about him, 
the mailer grew very uneafy : It was now about the eighth day of 
the diforder, when he feemed ftupid, and the Do^or had faid, " it 
would be fome time before he was well, if he recovered." The 
Drops were now fecretly given in plenty, and every thing elfe laid 
afide. The next vifit, the Doctor liked the fymptoms better, and 
exclaimed, " Hah. 1 this is what I wanted, now we begin to gain 

ground. 
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ground, &c.'* I will only tell you that the lad recovered in a ihoft 
time, to the great joy of his father, mafter, Sec, 

My fon told me of a carpenter in the neighbourhood, who com- 
plained of terrible pains from his breaft through to his back. A 
large family depended on his daily labour. We gave him the Drops 
in Port wine (as he was excefiive low) ; in the morning he found 
himfelf quite eafy, and was getting up in the bed to thank me, if 
I had not prevented, and charged him not to check the fvveat that 
had been fo much his friend. 

Next in courfe I am to thank you, Sir, under Providence, for 
my own life. Having been playing in my fliirt, on a cold morning, 
with my little ones, in a room adjoining to my bed-chamber, I 
was waked in the enfuing night with a pain in the fide of my belly, 
not fo acute as that of the pleurify, but a dead fort of pain that 
feemed like a lloppage; I felt alfo fuch a depreflion upon the urinary 
paffage as made me feern to want relief that way more than twenty 
times in an hour. About day-light I got up, to try the fuccefs of 
an upright pofture. My di&efs encrealed very faft, and the warm 
liquids that were given me, returned in a few feconds, for nothing 
would yet remain in my ftomach ; they gave me caftor-oil, but it 
came up in a moment ; and now I grew fo deplorably bad, that my 
life feemed to be in danger. An univerfal cold fweat, acompanied 
by faintnefs, was followed by a benumbing cold, that feized my 
hands and feet, (although in a warm parlour) and wslS approaching 
to my knees, when they trembled under me, and 1 was no longer 
fupportable by thofe who held me, but defircd to return to my bed. 
Ail pofitions were alike intolerable, and I began to think of a diffo- 
lution. In this extremity, my fon (late your happy patient in Lon- 
don) came to the bedfide, and afked me what I thought of the Fever 
Drops; now I had no feverifti fymptoms that I knew of, and in my* 
confternation had forgot the madnefs of yefterday, and therefore 
anfwered that I could not look upon my cafe as coming v/ithin the 
prefcription of that medicine; but he replied, that if a cold was the 
caufe, the Drops might be a cure. He then poured half a wine' 
glafs of Drops, and filled it with Port wine; I drank it immediately, 
and (my ftomach being otherwife empty) could fenfibly feel it per- 
vade the paflages to the part affefted in my bowels ; and now a genial- 
warmth loon began to take place of that coldnefs in my limbs, and 
in half an hour 1 was in a moderate fweat, being able to lie quiet- 
for about two hours, when my fweat abating, I raifed theperfpi-' 
ration by taking another dofe as before, and fo continued repeating 
my glafs, at times, 'till I found myfelf perfedly well at eafe, for 
about 36 hours ; and in lefs than a week went abroad as well as' 
ever. I ought to have mentioned, that after taking the Drops, 
inftead of the depreflion above-mentioned, a very free diuretic dif- 
charge followed in a few hours, without the leaft unealinefs. 

Next follows a cafe that I can hardly think to have been excec^Jed 
. fmce the invention of yournoble medicine, and which, even thought- 
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(as I feai'ied) it had not been finally fuccefsful, mu{\ have reflected 
no little reputation thereon, for having repjeatedly put off the ftroke, 
and revived the patierjt in the very hour of death. But as the pa- 
tient is now quite out of danger, I muft congratulate you, Sir, on 
fuch a fjgnal cure, as may deferve a place an:iong your greateft 
^tchievemeats in the art of healing. 

A poor induftrious woman, the unhappy wife of a wretch who is 
gone a privateering, caught the fpotted fever, by adventuring to 
alTul a houfe full of fick, which every one elfe had abandoned, Shfe 
was herfelf an invalid at the time, never having been her own 
woman, as flie faid, fince (two years ago) (he underwent a courfe of 
jnercurials for a bad diftemper received from her huftjand, which had 
left her fubje£t to pains in the bov/els and limbs, with a complication 
of diforders; ir^ this ftate (he received the infedion, the putrefcent 
fymptoms were accordingly very rapid ^ but what increafed the dan- 
ger and mifery of this poor woman, cathartic medicines had been 
given her, Vy'hich had brought on a black flux ; and now the Do6tor 
was fo certain other death, that he cautioned thofe about her, not 
to let the body remain long unburied, &c. And thus the patient 
lay in a clofe-grpund apartment, very ill attended, and under 
^very difadvantageous circumftance ; when a weli-difpofed perfon, 
who had already lent her two fmall bottles of your Fever Drops, 
wilhed iTie to call and fee her, as a perfon lying ill fimply of a fever, 
which I did ; but vv/hen thofe about her had told me the particulars 
above-mentioned, I defpaired of her recovery. She was, hov/ever, 
■flill able to fwallow, and therefore having fnrnilhed a fupply of 
Props, and altered the vehicle to Port wine, (for the firft had been 
jgnorantly given in tea) I left orders for the night, purfu^nt to the 
printed dii-eclions. The next day produced very little alteration, 
except fas we thought) fome amendment in the pulfe, which had 
been very trennulous and obfcure ; but at eleven the fucceeding 
night, we were fhocked with an account that the woman was dying. 
I now wifhed from my foul we had never meddled with fuch impof- 
fibilities, and would have given up the point ; but my fon (being 
encouraged by his own experience in nearly a iimilar extremity) 
propofed giving the Drops unmixed. I commended his firmnefs, 
and by one means or other we got the dying patient to drink a wine 
glafs of the Drops alone. She was fo fcnfible of benefit from this 
effort, that about an hour after, finding herfelf grow faint again, file 
took another glafs of pure Drops ; and now her hands and feet 
became warmer, her pulfe much better, and thus we left her for 
the night, with proper orders to thofe who fat up. The patient 
was fupported with good coniac toddy, &c. and in the morning we 
found a tolerable pulfp kept up. We ordinarily gave the Drops in 
?ort j and now began a continued confiift, as it were, between 
death and thp medicine, each alternately gaining ground. The fpots 
vyere out in abundance, and the fiux continued ; the patient had not 
the leafl retention from the firrt, and lay in a deplorable condition ; 
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at feveral other times (he feemed to be dying, and even had what Is 
called the death rattles upon her more than once ; but when thefe 
ghaftly fymptoins appeared, the Drops were our flieet anchor, and 
manifeftiy faved her life, at three or four feveral times. In fome 
three or four days' the flux flopped, and at the fame time the patient 
found herfelf better. Soon after this we got her (hifted into a good 
wholefome bed, but after all were afraid it was but for her to die 
upon. Periifting however in our courfe, watching the fymptoms, 
efpecia]]y the pulfe and degrees of heat, according to the directions, 
and after taking more than eight Jive Jhilling bstiles of Drops, the 
diforder feemed to be got under. This has been the moft obftinate 
cafe we have met with, and indeed there feems to have been the 
moft imminent danger of a total mortification; for when at the worft, 
the general complexion of the patient began to afiume a livid caft, 
Ihe was convulfed, and her hands for twenty-four hoursL were 'half 
clenched, after the manner of claws, as though never to be unbent 
again. The poor v.'oman repeatedly charged her expected death to 
tfeofe medicii.es that brought on the flux ; but now both herfelf, 
and all vvho knew her, afcribe, with aftonilhment, her recovery to 
your Fev2r Medicine, as the only thing in the world, under God, 
that could have faved her. 

In the courfe of my family's attendance upon the above woman, 
my fon Henry fickened in a Fever, whiciifoon became violent ; but 
by a timidly application of the Drops, the diforder was thrown off 
in a few days by a great rafh that relieved him, fo that he was not 
confined above a week. 

My wife alfo ' complained of a Sore Throat in the tnorning. I 
wiflied her to take the Drops inftantly, but flie delayed it 'till 
evening, when the diforder increafed fo faft, that before bed-time 
(he was fpcechlefs, and the ulceration very confiderable ; thus being 
threateried with fuitocation, fhe readily took the Drops, and eveu 
made figns to have them brought her frequently during the night 
by thoie who watched with her ; in the morning following (he fpoke 
articuiate'y, and in a day or two flie was quite cured both of the 
Sore Throat, and the Fever that attended it. 

About the fame time a fervant came to me, late at night, ac- 
quainting tne that his maiier was taken violently ill ; it was a mile 
diftant, but I immediately returned with the fervant, and found my 
fnend in bed, rolling from fide to fide in great agony, groaning, or 
rather roanng with extreme pain in his bowels.

this fubfided I lay, in all appearance to thofe about me, as dead ; 
then followed the cold chills and burning heat, as before related — 
to be fure it is impoflible to defcribe what I fufFered.

Dear SIR,
